Response to Amendment 

1. The amendment filed 8/22/03 has been entered. 

2. The rejections of claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, for lack of written 
description and lack of enablement are withdrawn due to the cancellation of this claim.

In contrast to Applicants' assertions, Donoho's designation is PCT/US01/26687; thereby, 
designating the U.S., by definition; thereby, being proper prior art under 102(e). 

In summary, Donoho et al teach an isolated NHP cDNA that encodes the human Nit2 
protein of SEQ ID NO: 1 (e.g., pgs. 2 & 27).
